Garros, the French aviator, took the 
lead this morning over Andre Beau- 
mont, his nearest rival, on the flight 
from Nice to Rome, the second stage 
of the Paris-Rome-Turin aviation race 
for prizes aggregating $100,000. 

Garros, though a Frenchman, Is en- 
tered in the present 1300-mile event 
under American management and in an 
American designed machine. 

He arrived at this city at 8:21 o’clock 
this morning from Nice, and at 10:45 
a. m. resumed ais flight toward the 
Italian capital. 

Dives to the Ground. 

Kimmerling started on his filght from 
Brignoles toward Nice this afternoon 
with a wheezing motor. He had gone 
only about 300 feet when he dived 
straight to the ground with a terrific 
crash. The aviator was unscratched 
and telegraphed for another aeroplane.

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TEXT OF SUPREME 
COURT’S DECISION 


Under the circumstances, taking 
into mind the complexity of the sit- 
uation 4n all of its aspects and ‘giv- 
ing weight to the many-sided con- 
siderations which must control our 
judgment, we think, so far as the 
permanent relief to be awarded is 
concerned, we should decree as fol- 
lows: 

1, That the combination in and of 
itself, as well as each and all of the 
elements composing it, whether cor- 
porate or individual, whether consid- 
ered collectively or separately, be 
decreed to be in restraint of trade, 
and an attempt to monopolize and a 
monopolization within the first and 
. second sections of the anti-trust act. 

2, That the court below in order 
to give effective force to our decree 
in this regard be directed to hear the 
parties, by evidence or otherwise, as 
it may be deemed proper, for the 
purpose of ascertaining and deter- 
mining upon some plan or method 
of dissolving the combination and 
of recreating out of the elements 
now composing it a new condition, 
which shall be honestly in harmony 
with and not repugnant to the law. 

8. That for the accomplishment of 
these purposes, taking into view the 
difficulty of the gituation, a period 
of six months is allowed from the 
receipt of. our mandate, with leave, 
however, in the event, in the judg- 
ment of the court below, the neces- 
sities of the situation require, to 
extend such period to a further time, 
not to exceed 60 days. 

4. That in the event, before the 

expiration of the period thus fixed, 

a condition of disintegration in har- 
mony with the law is not brought 
about, either as the consequence of 
the action of the court in determining 
an issue on the subject or in accept- 
ing a plan agreed upon, it shall be 
/the duty of the court, either by way 
of an injunction restraining the 
movement of the products of the 
combination in the channels of inter- 
‘state or foreign commerce, or by 
the appointment of a receiver, to 
give effect to the requirements of 
the state. 

Pending the bringing about of the 
result just stated, each and all of 
the defendants, individuals as well 
as corporations, should be restrained 
from doing any act which might fur- 
ther extend or enlarge the power of 
the combination, by any means or 
device whatsoever. In view of the 
considerations we have stated we 
leave the matter to the court be- 
low to work out a compliance with 
the law without unnecessary injury 
to the public or the rights of private 
property. 

While in many substantial respects 
our conclusion is in accord with that 
feached by the court below, and 
while also the relief which we think 
should be awarded in some respects 
is coincident with that which the 
court granted, in order to prevent 
any complications and to clearly de- 
fine the situation, we think instead 
of affirming and modifying our de- 
cree, in view. of the broad neture 
of our eonclusions, should be 
one of reversal and remanding, 
the costs in this court to be borne 
} by the defendants below, ‘with di- 
rections to the court below to enter 
@ decree in conformity with this 
opinion and to take such further 
steps may be necessary to fully 
carry out the directions which we 
have given.

The Tobacco Trust decision, which 
was unanimous save in the points in 
which Justice Harlan dissented, was 
read by Chief Justice White. In ef- 
fect, it finds the trust is a monopoly, 
guilty of violations of the Sherman 
anti-trust law, and remands the case 
to the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals in the Southern District of 
New York... This court is directed to 
devise a plan for the dissolution of 
the trust and to see that it is carried 
into effect. | 

The Chief Justice, reverting to the 
“rule of reason” as laid aowr by the 
court in the Standard Oil case, said: 

“Tn that case it was held, without 
departing from any previous decision 
of the court, that as the statute had 
not defined the words restraint of 
trade, it became necessary to construe 
those words, a duty which could only 
be.discharged by a resort to reason. We 
say thé reason thus stated was in ac- 
cord. with ‘all the previotis decisions of 
this court, despite the fact ‘that the 
contrary view was sometimes errone- 
ously attributed to some of the expres- 
siéns used in two prior decisions (the 
Transmissouri Freight Association and 
joint traffic cases). That such view 
was a mistaken one was fully pointed 
out in the Standard Oil case, and is ad- 
ditionally shown by a passage in the 
apinion in the joint ‘traffic case, as fol- 
lows: “ 

“"The act of Congress must have a 
reasonable construction or there would 
scarcely be an agreement or contract 
among business men that could not be 
said to have, indirectly or remotely, 
some bearing on interstate commerce 
and possibly to restrain it.’ 
Applying the rule of reason to the 
construction of the statute, it was held 
“in the Standard Oil case that the words 
restraint of trade at common law and 
in the law of this country at the time 
of the adoption of the antitrust act only 
‘@enbraced acts or contracts or agree- 
ments or combinations which operated 
to the prejudice of the public Interests 
by unduly restricting competition or 
whduly obstructing the due course of 
trade, or which, either because of their 
inherent nature or effect or because of 
the evident purpose of the acts, etc., In- 
jJuriously restrained trade that the words 
ss @@ used In the statute were designed to 
have and did have but a like signifi- 
. Oannot Destroy Individual Rights. 
~ “It was therefore pointed out that 
the statute did not forbid or restrain 
the power to make normal and usual 
contracts to further trade by resorting’ 
to all normal methods, whether by 
agreement or otherwise, to accomplish 
‘such purpose. In other words, it was 
held, not that acts which the statute 
prohibited could be removed from the 
control of its prohibitions by a finding 
“that they were unreasqnable, but that 
‘the duty to interpret, which inevitably 
arose from the general character of' 
_ ‘the words restraint of trade, required 
that the words restraint of trade should 
+ be given @ meaning which would not de- 
_ troy the individual mght to contract 
amd render difficult, if not impossible.

The dissent centered around two points. 

First, he took issue with the court for 
sending the case back to the lower court. 

“I have found nothing in the record,” 
he said, “which makes me at all anx- 
lous to perpetraté any néw combination 
among these companies which the court 
concedes had at all times exhibited a 
conscious wrongdoing.”’ 

Objects to Rule of Reason. 

In the second place, he reiterates the 
objections he expressed in the Standard

“T concur with some things said in 
the opinion just delivered for the court, 
but some observations are madd in the 
opinion from which I am compelled to 
withhold my aasent,” he said from the 
bench. 

“I agree with the court in hol4ing 
that the principa] defendant, the Amer- 
ican Tobacco’ Co. and its accessory 
and subsidiary corporations and com- 
panies, including the defendant English 
corporations, are co-operators in a com- 
bination which .‘in and of itsetY,’ as well

petitors out of business, which was 
ruthlessly carried out on the assump- 
tion that to work upon the fears or play 
upon the cupidity of corgpetitors would 
make success possible.’ 

“My objections have particular ref- 
erence to those parts of ‘the court's 
decision which reaffirm what it said re- 
cently in the Standard Oil case about 
the former decisions of this e¢ourt 
touching the anti-trust act. We are re- 
minded again, as we were in the Stand- 
ard Oil case, of the necessity to apply 
the ‘rule of reason’ in the construction 
of the act of Congress, which is, I 
think, expressed in language so clear 
and simple that there is no room what- 
ever for misconstruction. 

“Congress, with full and exclusive 
power over the whole subject, has sig- 
nified its purpose to forbid every re- 
straint of interstate trade in whatever 
form or to whatever extent, but the 
court has assumed to insert in the act, 
by construction merely, words which 
make Congress say that [t means only 
to prohibit ‘undue’ restraint of trade. 

“If I do not misapprehend the opinion 
just delivered, the court says that what 
was said in the opinion‘of the Standard 
Oil case. was in accordance with our 
previous decisions in the “transmissouri 
and joint traffic cases, if we ‘resort to 
reason.’ 


Congress the Power. 

“This statement surprises me quite as 
much as would a statement that black 
was white, or white was black. 

“It is scarcely just for the court at 
this late day to say or intimate that 
Justice Peckham and his colleagues, who 
agreed with him, interpreted the act of) 
Congress without regard to the ‘rule of 
reason,’ or to assume that the act was, 
for the first time in the Standard Oitl 
case, interpreted in the ‘light of reason.’ 
The ‘rule of reason,’ I am sure, does 
not justify the perversion. of the plain 
words of an act of Congress, in order.to 
defeat the will of Congress. 

“By every conceivable form of expres- 
sion Justice Peckham and associates in 
the transmissouri and joint traffic cases 
sald the act of Congress did not allow 
restraint of interstate trade to any ex- 
tent or in form, and three times dis- 
tinctly rejected the theory persistently 
advanced that the act should be con- 
strued as if it had in it the word ‘unrea- 
sonable’ or ‘undue.’ 

‘But now the court, in accordance 
with which it denominates ‘the rule of 
reason,’ in effect inserts in the act the 
word ‘undue’ and makes Congress“say 
what it did not say, what it plainly did 
not intend to say and what since the 
passage of the act it has explicitly re- 
fused to say. 

“It has steadily refused amend the 
act so as to allow a restfaint of inter- 
state commerce that was ‘reasonable’ or 
‘due.’ In short, the court now, by ju- 
dicial legislation in effect amends an act 
of Congress relating to a subject. over 
which that department of the Govern- 
ment has exclusive cognizance, 

“For the reasons stated I concur in 
part with the court’s opinion and dis- 
sent in part.”

GILBERT, AUTHOR 
OF ‘PINAFORE: DIES 
SWIMMING, AT 75 


Comic Opera Librettist Suc- 
cumbs While Showing Women 
His Power in Water. 


WROTE THE ‘BAB BALLADS’ 





Knighted by Ktng for Suc¢esses, 
Several of Which Continue to 
Hold the Stage.

LONDON, May 30.—Sir William S. Gil- 


bert, noted librettist, who died yester- 
day while bathing at his residence at 
Harrow, was 75’ years old and an en- 
thusiastic swimmer. Some years ago 
he had an open bath constructed on his 
private grounds. Yesterday he invited 
two women friends to go to the border 
of the lake to see how well he was 
able to swin. He dived in. His friends 
stood watching, expecting to see him 
come up and strike out across the lake. 
But moment after moment elapsed and 
the water remained unbroken. 

After a while Sir William’s head ap- 
peared. The frightened women shouted 
to him, but there was no reply. He 
appeared to struggle for a minute or 
two and one of the women waded into 
the water to help him out. Efforts 
were made to revive him, but it was 
found to be impossible. 

Long List of Works. 

Sir William Schwenck Gilbert, best 
known to the world through his author- 
ship of the librettas of the famous Gil- 
bert and Sullivan comic operas, which 
established a distinctive school of En- 
glish comic opera over a quarter of @ 
century ago, was born in London on 
Nov. 18, 1836. 

Educated at Ealing and at’ London 
University, he became a barrister of 
the Inner Temple in 1864, after having 
served as.a clerk. in the Privy Council 
office from 1857 to 1862. In 1867 he mar- 
ried Lucy, daughter of Capt. Turner 
of the British Army, and in 1868 he was 
appointed Captain of the Royal Aber- 
deenshire Highs (Militia), and Justice 
of the Peace for Middlesex. 

The list of Gilbert’s works is a long 
one, and, with the exception of his “‘Bab 
and ‘‘More Bab Ballads,” he 
wrote almost exclusively for the stage. 
His earlier publications were ‘‘The Pal- 
ace of Truth’ (1870), “Pygmalion and 
Galatea’ (1871), “The Wicked World’ 
(1873), ‘‘Charfty’’ (1874), “Sweethearts” 
(1874), “‘Broken Hearts’’ (1876), ‘“‘Trial by 
Jury,” “Tom Cobb,” ‘“‘Dan’l Druce”’ and 
‘“Ne’er Do Well (1878), ““Gretchen’ (1879), 
“Foggerty’s Fairy,’”’ “Comedy and Trag- 
edy’? and ‘‘The Sorcerer.’’ 

: Revival of “Pinafore.’ 

But it was with the world-wide suc- 
cess of “H. M. S. Pinafore,’’ its music 
by the late Sir Arthur Sullivan, that 
Gilbert became truly world-famous in 
the early 80s, and the Gilbert and Sulll- 
van comic operas gave to the English- 
speaking stage its greatest triumphs 
in this field. ‘‘Pinafore’’ was followed 
in more or less swift successsion by 
“The Pirates of Penzance,” ‘‘Patience,”’ 
‘Tolanthe,” ‘‘Princess Ida,"”" ‘“‘The Mi- 
lado.” “Ruddigore,” “The Yeomen of 
the Guard,” “The Gondoliers,’’ ‘‘Utopla 
Limited,” ‘“‘The Mountebanks,” ‘His 
Excellency,” “The Grand Duke” and 
“The Fairy’s Dilemma.’ 

Of the Gilbert and Sullivan operas the 
two biggest successes were scored by 
“Pinafore’’ and “‘The Mikado,’’ which 
still hold the stage and never fail to 
draw crowded houses when competently 
presented. “The Mikado” was revived 
with an all-star cast in New York City 
last season and enjoyed a most profit- 
able engagement. 

A similar all-star revival of ‘‘Pin- 
afore’ is now being arranged, to open 
in New York shortly, with Marie Cahill, 
De Wolf Hopper and other musical 
comedy and comic opera celebrities in 
the cast. “The Pirates of Penzance’’ 
and ‘‘Patience’’ were perhaps the two 
next most successful works of these co- 
authors. 

His Lyrics the Brightest. 

It is generally concéded that Gil- 
bert’s lyrics are the best and brightest 
ever contributed to the English comic- 
opera stage, while Sullivan’s music, 
based largely on old English folk- 
songs, is an admirably congenial melo- 
dic expression of the best in modern 
British balladry. The ‘“patter-song” 
reached its highest expression under the 
treatment of Gilbert: and Sullivan, and 
their several operas satirizing Engiish 
conditions in a good-natured vein, were 
received by the English people with the 
most appreciative delight. 

The shafts of “Pinafore” were leveled 
at favoritism in the British Navy, 
which elevated incompetent men to 
high posts of authority in the service, 
and ‘Patience’ was a scathing satire 
of. the posing and attitudinizing artistic 
cult of which the late Oscar Wilde was 
the most distinguished example. 

In his comic opera librettos, as in his 
“Bab Ballads,”’ Gilbert revealed a keen 
and pungent wit, and his powers of fa- 
cile and amusing versification, result- 
ing in a sort of transcendental ‘‘jin- 
gle,” were marvelous. 

In. recognition of his service to the 
English stage and English literature, 
Gilbert, was knighted by the late King 
Edward in 1907. His favorite recreations 
were croquet, photography and motor- 
ing, and he belonged to the Garrick, 
Junior Cariton, Attomobile and Beef- 
steak clubs in London.

_ The decision of the Supremé Court of the United 
States against the Tobacco Trust must be almost 
as humiliating to those who have been crying out 
a, tinst the “rule of reason” as it is disastrous to 
ae interests directly concerned.

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THE HOWE REVIVAL. 

The locai Republican organization seems to be 
contemplating a leap from the frying pan into 
the fire. Signs that, emboldened by minor suc- 
ces8 working with and in behalf of the Mayor, 
Jeptha Howe, the former boss of the party, is 
seeking to regain control of the machine, are in- 
creasing. The reorganization of the House of 
‘Delegates is charged to Howe and the effort to 
reorganize the committee is traced to him. 

The Post-Dispatch in a friendly spirit warned 
the Mayor against an alliance with the former 
Republican boss, who obtained a franchise on 
terms condemned by the public. The Seebert 
Jones incident in the record of the Howe regime 
has produced a grave distrust of the political pur- 
poses of the Howe faction in the public mind. 

The Post-Dispatch has criticised some of Mayor 
Kreismann’s policies and actions. We have sup- 
ported him on policies and measures we be- 
lieved to be good. We supported him against his} § 
party opponents in his effort to retain the serv- 
ices of Mr. Travilla in the Street Department, to 
obtain the services of Dwight Davis for the Park 
Department and to nominate other good men 
for municipal offices. We have severely criti- 
cised the Kiel management for grave mistakes of 
party policy. The organization has opposed pub- 
lic interest on several occasions—notably in its 
opposition to the charter, its opposition to the 
municipal courts bill and its oppostion to the 
Mayor—for the purpose of controlling appoint- 
ments. Some of its members were guilty of ex- 
treme folly. But Kiel management is far prefer- 
able to Howe management. 

The Post-Dispatch is not concerned with the 
conduct of the Republican party except in so far 
as it affects public interest. Tne return of the 
Howe machine to power in the party’ would 
threaten the public-interest. It would endanger 
the Kreismann administration’s chance of use- 
fulness. It might nullify the Republican party’s 
opportunity for public service.
